THE AWFUL TALE. 
THE SAVED. 

Lonpon, May 9.—Forty-three su:vivors of the 
crew and passengers of the steamer Schiller 
have arrived at Penzance. Of these thirty-three 
have gone to Piymouth. The remaining tea are 
too ill to be moved. The following 

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS 
of the disaster are received: A heavy Mg hed 
prevented ebservations on board the Schiller 
since Tuesday. In consequence of tho fog the 
engines were put at half speed and sail reauced 
at 9 o'clock Friday night. At 10 o'clock the same 
night the ship strucka ledge. A great panic 
prevailed. 
A NOBLE CAPTAIN. 

Capt. Thomas is highly praised for bin conduct 
during the terrible scenes which followed. Two 
boats were filled with men, who refused to come 
out. The Captain fired his revolver over their 
heads to drive them out, and then fired at them, 
but without effect. Afterwards the ship was 
washed with her broadside to sea and 

ALL ON BOARD THESE BOATS PERISHED. 

The tackle at the sterns was released too 
soon, leaving the boats suspended by the bows. 
Three boats then got away. One, a lifeboat, 
was go badly injared that she sunk, and eleven 
of the people on board were rescued by the 
other boats. The fog lifted an hour after the 
steamer struck and the lights were plainly 
visible. Two of the boats on the steamer were 
crushed by the falling of the funnel. Rockets 
and guns were fired from the steamer until the 
powder became wet. 

The deck, which was crowded with people, was 
swept away at 1 . m. Tue OCsptuin gethered 
some of the survivors on the bridge. 

ALL WERE GRADUALLY SWEPT AWAY 
by the flood tide, which took the doctor and Cap- 
tain last. The rigging which remained above 
water was crowded with passengers and crew all 
night. The mainmast fell at 7:30 a. m., and, be- 
ing of iron, sunk with all who had taken refuge 
on it. The foremast gave way soon afterwards. 
Life-boats and wreck-stuff saved the lives of 
some who drifted miles away. One man was se-

Two boats from Bt. Agnes arrived a short time 
before the masta fell. They were unable to ap- 
proach the steamer on account of the shoals, but 
picked up stragglers in the water. 
THE CAPTAIN PERISHES. 

The passengers say Capt. Thomas left the 
bridge at 3 a. m. to assist those on deck, and, 
when he reached the bridge, was swept 
away by a heavy bes. Al coneur 
in saying he exercised the greatest care, and 
was not abed for five nights previous to the dis- 
aster. The sea began to break over the vessel

THE DEAD AND THE QUICK. 

Nuw Tonk, May 9.—The Herald's cable special 
supplies the following from London.

The 
sails were taken in, the engines put 
on half-speed, and the fog-bells were 
used. Bishop's Light was unseen, 
though only half a mile distant. At 
10 o'clock we struck on a reef, and, after fou 
bumps, the steamer settled down. There gras

A GHASTLY SILENCE AFT.

At 8 o'clock the 
Captain and two other officers were on the 
bridge.

The survivors. were taken to-day from Pen- 
zance to Plymouth, whence they will be sent 
forward to Hamburg, where there is the greatest 
excitement. It is asserted that life-saving belts 
were issued to women. It is certain that 
most of the passengers found none. An order 
was given that the first boat should take the 
women and children. This boat capsized. Pole- 
man says seven boats were launched, and only 
two Uved. The others were sta ved 
and swamped immediately. The eries 
for help lasted until 3 o'clock. The last voice 
} beard was that of a little child in the cabin, It 
is not probable the boats could have lived even 
if they had been successfully filled.

THE TRADE OF NEW YORK. 

After action, reaction; after concentration, 
diffusion ; after growth, decay. This law is 
beginning to illustrate itself in New York 
City. ‘The Metropolis swallowed up the trade 
and commerce of a dozen ports that were 
once important; now half. a-dozen ports are 
competing with ber and erippling her de- 
velopment, The process is hastened by the 
blindness which keeps up high tolls on the 
Erie Canal and neglects to provide any ade- 
quate means of receiving and transferring 
grain at the seaboard. The result of this 
short-sighted policy has been, and apparently 
will be still more in the future, to avert West- 
ern trade, the great source of New York's 
prosperity, to Baltimore, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, and Montreal, The enlargement of the 
Canadian canals and the improvement of thé 
mouths of the Mississippi permit a still 
greater diversion of trade. 

The effect of this change is already felt in 
New York. Other cities are advancing as | 
seats of commerce, and will continue to do so, 
and M. Smoxm's picture of Chicago as the 
Metropolis of the country in 1905 may be 
verified. 

The New York Sun says that one-fourth of 
the mechanics who ‘were du that city during 
1872 have gone to other States or to Europe ; 
that half of those now in the city have had 
nothing to do during the last winter; and 
that, even in the so-called busy season, one- 
third of them will be out of work. 
This is largely due to the persistent neg- 
lect of the merchants and moneyed men of 
the Metropolis to use their great influence in 


providing cheap transportation. The ditch 


that has been making New York's fortune for 


half a century is too little and too expensive 


to swallow up Western trade in the future as 
it has in the past. If it is properly improved, 
New York’s prosperity will receive a fresh 
stimulus. Still, in any event, that eity can- 
not hope to long retain its position as the 
commcmeial Maetenpolic Thea gract <itice <f 
Europe are not seaports. They lie in the in- 
terior. There is one city which stretches its 
iron arms in every direction, and grasps

THE PHELPS-BOWLES LIBEL SUIT. 
This important case, just tried in Massa- 
chusetts, is likely to become a leading one in 
the definition of the limits to which news- 
papers may criticise the conduct of persons 
having business or official relations with the 
public. Mr. Bowzus is the editor of the 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican. Mr. PLS 
is a wealthy contractor. In 1871, a scheme 
for building several railroads making connec- 
tions with Springfield was agitated. Mr. 


Pires has two sons, and one of these was 


elected to the Legislature, which Legislature 
voted such laws as were needed to give legali- 
ty to thescheme. A part of the business 
was to have the City of Springfield subscribe 
$300,000 in aid of the new line, which was 
carried, Other efforts of a like character 
were also made at a subsequent time. The 
Republican opposed all these things, 
charging Pures and his sons with 
buying votes, lobbying bills through the 
Logi and with having despoiled 
the city of a large sum, and of using it 
to get more.

The proposition to try the case before the

CONDITION OF THE NATIONAL BANKS. 
The Comptroller of the Ourrency has 


called for statements of the condition of the 
National Banks on May 1. In accordance 
with his usual practice, he has made public a 
compilation of the statements made for 
March 1, preceding. Comparing these fig- 
ures with those of a year before shows that 
the prosperity of the National Banks was not 
materially arrested in the year following the 
panic. The prostration of the banks of 
this country after the panics of 1837 
and 1857 was utter, and has not passed 
out of the memory of our older busi- 
ness men. The fact that the Nation- 
al Banks have an undivided profit of over 
$50,000,000 to exhibit within eighteen 
months after the panic of 1873 may be taken 
to prove two things: The national system 
has produced more conservative and durable 
banking than was brought forth under the 
old-fashioned wildeat regime; and the 
country itself has grown beyond the toler- 
ance of such loose and irresponsible methods 
of banking business as prevailed in the last 
generation. 

In the year which passed between the 
statements of Feb. 27, 1874, and March 1, 
1875, the condition of the National Banks has 
improved in about every iten. The loans 
and discounts went up $57,800,000 ; the in- 
dividual deposits, which constitute the largest 
part of the loanable resources of the banks, 
were consequently ‘reduced to 932,388, 
000. The surplus fund, which is built 
up of profits not turned into divi- 
dends for stockholders, was increased 
$7,751,732; when to this is added the 851, 
650,000 of undivided profits on hand March 1 
last the banks show themselves to bave had 
a more successful year than could have been 
expected, Ine tiersa gunman OF this 
exhibit in regard to the good management of 
the banks, and the prosperity of the mercan- 
tile business of the United States, which 
is reflected in that of the banks, is very 
encouraging. The number of banks has 
increased from 1,975 to 2,069, and of 
these 94 new banks 53 are country 
banks. The bank circulation was $339, 602,955 
on Feb. 27, 1874, and had decreased on the ist 
of March to $324,525,349. This does not in- 
clude about $20,000,000 of bank-notes still in 
the hands of issuers or surrendered and not 
yet returned to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency. 4 

The condition of the reserves of the Na- 
tional Banks is very healthy. It can best be 
described by reproducing the figures used by 
the Comptroller in a recent communication to 
the New York Woening Post :

panied as it is by a slight reduction in the 
volume of greenbacks, is taking place at a 
most favorable time.

The fact that bank- 
ing is free, and that if the circulation did go 
below the necessities of trade—an event 
which is many millions of dollars out of the 
range of possibility—it can be increased to 
the needed figure in thirty days, makes this 
contraction a process that all may 
watch with equanimity. It is to be hoped 
that, under the present laws, the first steps 
have been taken towards the resumption of 
specie-payments.

The religious newsjper depends upon its 
own denomination f support. Itsadvertising 
is mainly denominatbnal, except when it bol- 
sters up high-flying socks and railroad bonds. 
Its subscribers are rigidly denominational. 
The secular press deives its support from all 
denominations, for ese latter must have the 
news. Its advertisenents come from Chris- 
tians, Turks, and Inidels, and are accepted 
without question, exept as to ordinary mor- 
ality. Its subscribes come from every quar 
ter and condition of life, for the newspaper 
sells its news as themerchant sells his wares, 
without reference tcthe condition of his cus- 
tomer, provided he cm pay for them. These are 
simple truths whichthe religious press ought 
to understand. ‘Te CMA Tamer, for 
instance, printed g very long account of 
the berretta ceremoty, but it would be as ab- 
surd to claim it as fvoring Roman Catholi- 
cism on that account, as it would be to as- 
sume that we are it favor of ocean catas- 
trophes because w¢ have published a long 
account of the loss F the Schiller.

THE ART OFBLOOD-LETTING. 

Time was when ‘he principal duty of a 
barber and a physicin were one. The same 
instrument was sopetimes used to shave a 
man and to bleed hi. The art of medieme, 
in fact, eonsisted minly of the art of blood- 
shed. People were for everything. If 
a man had a headahe, ora backache, or an 
ache anywhere els¢or a fever, or a chill,— 
out came the lancefand out came the blood. 
This was the panace for disease. Men fol- 
lowed the single prfession of bleeding. A 
practice carried ta such absurd extremes 
could not maintain helf. When the reaction 
came, it was violdt. The lancet has been 
almost wholly disctded. A physician who 
suggested blood-le has ran the risk of 
being condemned as a quack. 

Now comes one f the ablest physicians 
in America, Dr. 8D. Gross, of Philadel- 
phia, and slaps the fevalent prejudice in the 
face. He wishes © lancet reinstated as a 
serviceable weapon gainst disease,—not the 
only one, as it ond practically was, but as 
one of many. Ian elaborate argument, 
read before 2 Medical Associa- 
tion, during its meeting at Louisville, 
Ky., Dr. Gross pleis for blood. He says 
that the disuse of blod-letting has been due 
to a fashion, epidese in its nature; to the 
abuse of the practict to greater knowledge; 
and to the in tion of certain reme- 
dies for inflamntory diseases which 
were unknown # century ago. These 
‘causes should iave modified the 
employment of thi lancet. Instead, they 
have destroyed it. Dr. Gross insists that 
the reaction went ® far. He enumerates 
twenty or thirty di t diseases which can 
be best treated by etting, and makes, 
for unprofessional jaders at least, an ex- 
cellent showing for s theory. The essay, 
when read, made a ound impression upon 
the Association.

Had the Episcopalians of this country been 
questioned, prior to the investigations had, 
whether Bishop Onpsrponx could possibly 
yield to temptation in a fleshly direction, they 
would have been filled with horror at the 
very suggestion. Yet the shame was none 
the less real, and the official deposition 
none the less necessary. It was of no use 
to proclaim that a thing could not be after 
the evidence was in hand that it was a fact. 
We have inquired somewhat of those ac- 
quainted with the details of such cases in the 
years gone by, and their testimony is two- 
fold: first, that clergymen are sometimes 
guilty who would never have been suspected 
of the crime, from their position, reputation, 
and usefulness; and secdndly, that, when 
accused, they almost invariably deny their 
guilt in the most solemn manner, and only 
confess, if at all, when the proof has become 
so overwhelming as to render further denial 
absurd. One person mentioned the case of a 
prominent minister in a New England city, a 
member of the Executive Committee of a 
leading benevolent society, who was accused 
of this same sin, when past middle life, and 
after years of success in spiritual labor as a 
pastor. The appropriate ecclesiastical tribu- 
nal met for his trial, and he boldly confronted 
it with a plea of not guilty. The case 
proceeded, he relying on the denial of the 
implicated woman to sustain him ; and it was 
not till a clerical friend took him aside, after 
a day's proceedings, and told him that the 
woman had confessed, that he broke down 
and with many tears admitted his crime. The 
hope of escape from shame and deposition 
had been a terrible snare. 

A pamphlet by a distinguished Ohio minis- 
ter makes this startling statement: The 
writer of these pages was for seventeen years 
associated with a minister in college work, 
and, for several years of that time, associated 
with him in the pastorate of the College 
church.

The Color-Line in Slow but Cer- 
tain Process of Obliteration. 


Governmental Steps Toward the Suppres- 
sion of Lawlessness 


West Tennessee. 


Lira Rook, Ark., May 5.—The conditions 
necessary to the maintenance of the color-line in 
Arkansas have evidently passed away; the an- 
tipathies, prejudice, terror, and distrust, result- 
ing from the arrayal of the two races in antagon- 
ism,—which survive, 

ARB ALSO PASSING AWAY. 
The most roseate coloring that can be given it 
cannot conceal the fact that the antipathies, 
prejudice, terror, and distrust, remain, to be in 
greater or leas degree manifested. Nor ean the 
most gloomy view hide that they are waning: 
The triumph of the Gariand Administration, 
while it was the substantial victory of the tax- 
payers and of the great majority of the people, 
Was won in a contest in which the color-line was 
closely drawn,—every negro being on the one side, 


and every white man, save the carpet-baggers, 


on the other. Sut for the long catalogue of mis- 
deede charged against them, no retaliation has 
been visited upon negro or carpet-bagger ; none 
has been attempted, and, evidently, none is con- 
templated or apprehended. Whether it be 
credited to honesty of purpose, to enlightened 
policy, or to stress of circumstances, the victory 
has been turned to account in the interest of 
good government; and the Garland Govern- 
ment, supported by almost the entire white pop- 
ulation, and encountering no opposition from 
any quarter, has manifestly in good faith en- 
gaged in the work of 
RESTORING THR MATERIAL PROSPERITY 

of the State. 

An end bas been made of tax-eating; it is im- 
possible under the restraints imposed by the 
Constitution framed and adopted by the party 
which elected the Garland Administration. With 
the total State levy limited to 1 per cent on «4 
valuation now of only $85,000,000; with thres- 
fourths: thet amount payable in State 
scrip,—that is, im redemption of the 
debt of the State,—and the other one-fourth to 
be applied solely to payment of interest on the 
bonded debt; with the collection of taxes sus- 
pended by the suspension for 1875 of the act 
providing for sale of property for delinquent 
taxes, and by remission of penalty for non-pay- 
ment of taxes accrued,—there can be nothing to 
steal. Indeed, with no resource but the sale of 
$500,000 of bonds, which cannot be offered at 
less than 60 cents, and which by law are er- 
changéabie for scrip worth 333¢ cents, it looks 
very much as though the Garland Government. 
beginning with an empty treasury, must con- 
tinue to run, ae Gov. Gariand stated to Tx 
TRIBUNE correspondent it us far had, without 
any money. 

It has taken a step toward the 

SUPPRESSION OF LAWLESSNESS, 

which is no small advance in Arkansas. The 
law passed by the present Legislature, making 
the carrying of concealed weapoes a crime, and 
and also making it penal for Mayors of cities, 
local magistrates, etc., to negiect or refuse te 
enforce the act, now takes effect, and the State 
Administration is puttiag forth ite utmost efforts 
to have it rigorously executed. In a land where 
every man, without exceeding exaggeration, may 
be Styled a walking arsenal, where the final 
argument is apt to be a pistol-shot, and a shoot- 
ing affray is referred to a8 a “discussion,” the 
importanee of this action can scarce he overesti- 
mated. If the attempt to enforce the law be 
but only partially successful, the result in dimin- 
ishing turbulence and lawleseness must prove 
most salutary. . 

Ifthere be one sentiment more pronounced 
than another among the Jeading supporters of 
the Gariand Government, it is, that they are put 
upon their good behavior. ‘The niggers have 
been told that, when we got the power,” said an 
ex-Confederate oflicer, now a wealthy plantar, 
and one of the leaders in the Garland movement. 
„they would be deprived of their rights; that 
outrages would multiply; and that, in short, 
they would be substantially re-ensiaved. We 
are going to prove to them that 

THEY WEE LIED TO.” 

Said another, also a planter, aud 3 Southerner 
by birth: We've had here a set of hot-headed 
fools, for whose acts we all of us have been pun- 
ished, and who have had full swing long enourh. 
We have got to teach them the day for that sort 
of thing is pact; aad we are going te do it,” 

Said others: This is the first chance we've 
had to get an honest Government or to govern 
ourselves, and we are not going to let the dd 
fools spoil it. If there are any outrages under 
this Administration, we intend to squelch them 
forth with.” 

Seid still others, incidentally, while talking of 
the crop-prospects and industrial situation, no 
reference being made to politics: “There's a 
prospect now of restoring the property of this 
State, and we are going todo it. There's been 
altogether too much politics here, and there's 
too many men of the sort that drank forty-rod 
whisky and kept up the politics, They aredown 
for the back seats, and we mean to keep ont of 
political brolla, and bave the State kept ont of 
them, We have au honest Administration, have 
limited taxes to the lowest fighre by our Consti- 
tution, and now intend to put down the disor- 
derly fellows, and 

ENCOURAGE IMMIGRATION. 

We don’t want people kept out of Arkansas by 
stories of outrages ; we've lost enough that way 
al “ A better evidence than ail, ps, 
wes t given at Memphis, to wit: that the 
negroes were emigrating from West Tennessee 
to Arkansas; aud the statements made in Ar- 
kansas in answer to inquiries as to labor, that 
the lapor-supply has never been so good, because 
of the immigration from Georgia and Tennessee, 
though more labor was needed. 

Another factor in the situation, which must 
tend to the obliteration offthe color-line, results 
from the fact that there are altogether too many 
statesmen in Arkansas for one party te hold 
them all, Too many have been aceustomed to 


as they term it, as defunct beyond the possibility 
of resurrection, which they never take into ac- 
count.

THE FINANCIAL PROBLEM 
he regarded as the most difficult to be solved; 
and it ‘was cheering, in this era of financial 
patent-medicine nostrums, to hear him say: 
„We bave got along thus far without any 
money, and we ex to go on to the end of the 
Administration without it, if we can’t raise it; 
and, if we shall succeed in raising money, we 
shall not spend it”; that is, if money wasn’t 
raised, the Administration wouldn’t pile up = 
debt for the succeeding Administration to pro- 
vide for.

THE MARKED IMPROVEMENT 
in the negro quarters on the plantations, and the 
better-fed and better-kept appearance of the ne- 
groes here, The cabins on the Arkansas-bottom 
plantations, miany of them, had good brick chim- 
neys, instead of the sticks laid cobbouse-fashion 
and daubed with clay. They were generally 
built, too, of hewn logs, and had, most of them, 
substantial floors, instead of puncheous. I saw 
some that were neatly ceiled and bad an upper 
half-story. double om, 
such , timber-regi o 
Indiana twenty years ago, would have indicated 
the residence of a particularly wel!-to-do farmer. 
I entered several; wot one but was clean and 
tidy ; not one in which the bedding did not loak 
fresh aod cleanly, nor in which the bright patch- 
work quilt coufiterpane was note feature. Pict- 
ures Cut from the illustrated papers, and pasted 
ou the walls, also were a conspicuous feature. 
With their great, broad fireplaces and weil-serub- 
bed floors, split-bottomed chairs, and beds neat- 
ty made up in the corners, they looked quite 
y and homelike, 
INFINITELY PREFERADLE 
to many homes I’ve seen in quarters about Chi- 
cago. About all that Law (with the exception 
of those on one plantation) were kitchea-carden 
patches, im good condition; of course invariably 
broods of chickens, etc. At some | noticed bee- 
hives ase.

If he 
knew enough to know anything, he'd know that 
he can't get the best hands to go to such quar- 
ters, and that they won't work as well for being 
treated in that way.“ 1 saw many cabins that 
were inferior to those deseribed as cheery and 
botme-like. but mot one about which were not 
evidences of 
ENDEAVOR TO MAKE THEM 
cheery and home-like. 

Remembering what had been told me in 
Mom his about the negroes claiming Saturday 
as a holiday, and working but four days in the 
week, I couldn't but note that, during the jaunt, 
as also during a raitroad-ride in the afternoon, 
ou the Memphis & Littie Rock Railroad, for 
several hours, negroes, men and women both, 
were seen plowing the cotton-fields,—negroes 
and whites, in some instances, working to- 
gether ; and that, of theidlers gathered at the 
roadside mill or store and at the railroad 
way-stations, the majority were whites.

It has been undetstood for some time that the 
Board of Education, whose present composition 
is an unusually good one for practical purposes, 
has made up ite mind to subject the pablie 
schools of the city toa thorough overhauling, of 
which they stand confessedly in need. The 
Board is sma lier now than in former years, and 
ita members have been chosen with especial view 
to their fitness for educational work. Mayor 
Medill appointed the first Board as now organ- 
ized under the Mayor’s bill, which transferred 
the power of nomioating the members from the 
Aldermen to the city Executive, and reduced the 
number from twenty te fifteen. The best of his 
appointees still remain, President Richberg be- 
ing one of them; and it is to the credit of Mayor 
Colvin that, in filling the vacancies, he has been 
guided by high motives and considerable dis- 
cretion in the choice of men. There are, of 
course, incompetents im ithe Board, 
but the majority is an intelligent, clear- 
headed one, and,. since the election of 
Mr. Richberg to the Chair, the administration of 
the educatioaal affairs of the city hes been char- 
asterized by new vigor. It has long been ad- 
mitted by the more thoughtful men of the Board 
that the system of grades now in vogue is un- 
necessarily complicated; that the schools cost 
more thaa they are worth ; and that there is an 
evident weakness in their middie—in the grades 
between the 72 and the High School. The 
High School itself has been the object of much 
hostile criticiam outside, as well as in the Board. 
Various pians were suggested for remedying the 
various faults: and these have now crystallized 
ioto several important modifications, amounting 
to a radical change in tho system itself. 

THE PURPOSES OF THE BOARD. 
Board has three purposes in view—tbe re- 
uc of expenses; the simplification of 
the grades; and an increase of  eflicien- 
cy. The first is determined upon ; the second 
is in process of preparation; and the last 
is gO urgently demanded that some method mus: 
be devised, aa speedily as possibile, for its ac- 
com t. A resolution was introducted at 
the last meeting of the Board, and will come up 
for action on 
NEXT TUESDAY EVENIXG, 
whose disposition will determine the essential 
character of the proposed reforms. It was in- 
troduced. by Inspecter Oleson, and has the 
support, u is alleged, of the majority 
of the Board. t abolishes the distinction 
Detween district and grammar schools, 
which is only a nominal one, and will lead to an 
equalization of the salaries of the Principals of 
these two grades of schoois, thus accomplishing, 
in part, ite friends claim, the three desired ob- 
jects,—a simplification of grades, with increased 
efficiency and reduced expenses. A difference 
of opinion will undoubtedly be developed 
before the resolution i# finally disposed of, 
and it will have to encounter the solid opposition 
of the Principals of the district schools, whose 
salaries, if tae resolution be adopted, wiil suffer 
a dimiuution of a couple of hundred dollars a 
year. Formerly, the Principals constitated 
AN ALL-POWERFUL LOBBY 
of a semi-clective Board. There are some 
tweaty of them, reinforced by thirteen stalwart 
and persuasive men from the High and Normal 
Schools, and two music teachers, all of whom 
will make common cause for self-defense and 
the preservation of high pay. Formerly, before 
the Board adopted the rule forbidding them 
to ipterfere directly or indirectly with 
the legislative authority of the schools, 
they contributed a great deal of energy in that 
direction, and often did the Board more good 
than harm. Where they were not financially ia 
verested, their advice was the best which the 
Board, generally speaking, could consult. It was 
ascertained, however, that they 
‘ FORMED A POOL

bus the member was not of much account, and, 
worse than all, the fact gut abroad. For several 
ears they have obeyed the mandate of the 
ard in regard to its official business, but it is 
believed that they will do all they can—which is 
perfectly natural—to defeat, cr, at least, delay 
the identification of the district and grammar 
schools.

THX COST OF THE SCHOOLA. 

The Board will ask the Finance Committee 
for $800,000.

The constant 
crease m population compels the Board to 
erect additional school buildings every year, and, 
as the cost per pupil—neariy $16—is as high as. 
experience shows it need be, a reduction in ex- 
penses mast be made to meet new and inevitable 
demaads. The cost per pupil in very many of 
the large cities is much leas. Many members of 
the Board think that the Chicago average is ex- 
travagant, and that it ought to be reduced. It

But the stupid- 
ity which bas marked the Board's own adminintra- 
tion of High Schoo) affairs is shown by the fol- 
lowing table of studies taught, and salaries paid 
for same: Physiology, $1,100; Botany, 
$2,200 ; History, $2,200 ; German, $1,000; English 
Literature, $1,100 ; Greek, $2,200; School of Prac- 
tice (normal), $1,300. What isthe standard by 
which these salanés are fixed? Does it require 
more years of study to make one 
a competent teacher of botany than ef physiolo- 
gy? uch less! Why pay $2,200 for instruc- 
tion in Latin, and only $1,000 for instruction in 
German, when, as will readily be admitted dy all 
scholars, the latter is by far the more dificult 
language to leara ande teach? Why pay $1,200 
for Greek,—a luxury of education which few re- 
quire, and whose dead forms, memorized once, 
are known forever,—and only $1,100 for our own 
language and literature, a necessity for nce and 
poor, and less easy of thorough familiarity, be- 
cause it is a changing tongue ” 

A SEX STANDARD. 

The schedule prescribes as follows: For male 
assistants in the High School, first, second, and 
third years, respectively, $2,000. $2,250, $2,600. 
For female assistaets in High School, $900, 
$1,000, 61.100. And we live in Illinois, not in 
China. 

CURIOUS FACTS. 

As the rule itself shows, the subjects tanght, 
the acquirements demanded, are not taken into 
account at all. It ie the ent of the individual’s 
coat that is paid for. A man teaches Latin—there- 
fore $2,500 is paid for it; a woman teaches Ger- 
man—therefore $1,000 is paid for it. If the two 
changed places, would they exchenge salaries ? 
No; the Latin would then be worth only $1,000 
a year, and the German would rise to $2,500,— 
the premium on sex in this instance being 61.500. 
It s of some importance to patronize a tailor in 
Chicago, rather than a dressmaker—it makes a 
difference of some $30 a week. When a man 
taught English hterature he was paid $2,500 for 
it; when a woman was appointed to do precisely 
the same work, and was required to do it equaliy 
well, she was paid ouly $1,000. If a woman 
were appointed now to teach Latin abe would be 
paid $1,000, — the quality and quaatity 
of her work would have to be — the same as 
that of the man who is paid $2,500. 

TEE DISCRIMINATION TO BE ADOLISHED. 

It is understood that a majority of the Board 
isin favor of removing these disgraceful dis- 
tinctions from the book of ruies, and paying for 
the work required. The highest High School 
ealaries will probably be reduced a little, and the 
lowest advanced. 

OTHER PROPOSED CHANGES. 

It is felt that some change—a thorongh one— 
is needed ia order to secure better results ia the 
middle grades, and make examinations and pro- 
motions more satisfactory and uniform. What 
is most urgently needed is more energy and ca- 

ity in supervision, and it seems to be most 
acking very near the head.
